I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  31st  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  three  districts  of  the  Combine,  together  with  an  account 
of  the  activities  of  each  Health  Department  for  the  year  19680 
The  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  No*  1/69 » 

The  arrangement  whereby  I  act,  in  a  temporary  capacity,  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Urban  District  of  Crawley  has 
remained  unchanged „  In  June  1967  the  Minister  gave  his  approval 
to  an.  extension  of  the  period  to  October,  1969°  The  position 
now,  however,  is  somewhat  complicated  as  the  Crawley  U.D.Co  has 
made  application  for  the  delegation  of  Health  and  Welfare  functions 
as  from  April  1st,  1970o  Clearly  such  a  change  would  necessitate 
the  appointment  of  a  full-time  Medical  Officer  to  carry  out  the 
combined  duties  and  it  would  certainly  be  essential  that  he  should 
take  over  his  duties  at  least  four  months  before  the  appointed 
dateo  However,  until  a  decision  has  been  made  by  the  Secretary 
for  Health  and  Social  Security,  it  is  impossible  for  the  post  to 
be  advertised o  The  Combined  Committee  has  therefore  given  appro¬ 
val  to  my  continuance  in  office  as  M0O0H0  to  the  Combine  until  the 
31st  March,  1970,  and  to  my  services  remaining  available  to  Crawley 
until  the  position  of  a  successor  is  clarifiedo 

Details  of  Vital  Statistics  for  the  individual  districts 
appear  on  the  first  two  pages  of  each  sectiono  In  the  Horsham 
Urban  District  the  Estimated  Resident  Population  again  rose  from 
24,690  to  26,080;  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  was  l8<>52,  while  the 
corrected  Death  Rate  dropped  to  9° 39®  Births  exceeded  deaths 

by  163 o  In  the  Horsham  Rural  District  also  the  Estimated  Resi¬ 
dent  Population  showed  a  rise  from  27*280  to  28,160;  the  correc¬ 
ted  Birth  Rate  rose  to  17o98,  while  the  corrected  Death  Rate  was 
9»44o  Births  exceeded  deaths  by  1780  In  the  Petworth  Rural 
District  the  Estimated  Resident  Population  was  given  as  10,940; 
the  corrected  Birth  Rate  rose  to  17  <>39  and  the  corrected  Death 
Rate  to  9c34o  Births  exceeded  deaths  by  13 o 
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A  detailed  table  of  causes  of  death  appears  for  each  district; 
it  will  be  noted  that  these  are  listed  in  the  new  form  in  compliance 
with  the  International  Classification  of  Diseases  1965?  vdiich  calls 
for  a  greater  breakdown  of  categories o  The  complete  classification 
is  now  made  under  65  headings,  but  the  tables  for  the  Horsham  Urban? 
Horsham  Rural  and  Petworth  Rural  Districts  show  respectively  31?  31 
and  22,  the  reason  being  that  those  headings  with  no  deaths  alloca¬ 
ted  are  omitted 0  Motor  vehicle  accidents  in  the  area  of  the  Com¬ 

bine  accounted  for  12  deaths,  as  compared  with  9  in  1957  and  6  during 
1956o  Fifteen  deaths  resulted  from  other  accidental  causes  -  8  men 
and  7  women o 

Malignant  disease  showed  a  slow  but  steady  overall  increase, 
with  102  deaths  as  against  94  in  the  previous  year;  of  these,  28 
were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus o  In  contrast  to  this 
figure,  only  one  death  was  attributable  to  cancer  of  the  uterus, 
only  a  fraction  of  the  number  caused  by  that  virtually  preventable 
disease  "cigarette  smoker’s  cancer"* 

During  the  last  4-5  years,  considerable  emotional  heat  has  been 
generated  among  the  public  by  well-meaning  ladies  who  formed  them¬ 
selves  into  pressure  groups  to  demand  the  setting-up  of  a  national 
cervical  smear  campaign*  While  it  is  always  encouraging  to  see 
public  interest  aroused  in  the  prevention  of  avoidable  disease,  the 
situation  should  be  viewed  in  proper  perspective*  Cancer  of  the 
cervix  is  not  a  common  disease  and  is  decreasing  steadily  each  year* 
Cancer  of  the  bronchus  is  only  too  common  and  increases  inexorably* 
And  yet  one  sees  ladies  who,  themselves  keen  supporters  of  the  cer¬ 
vical  smear  campaign,  are  regular  smokers  of  cigarettes!  If  a 
reliable  system  of  self-palpation  of  the  breast  could  be  devised, 
and  if  people  would  cease  the  smoking  of  cigarettes,  infinitely 
more  lives  could  be  saved  than  could  ever  be  hoped  for  from  the 
most  elaborate  system  of  cervical  smears* 

Notifiable  Disease 

As  this  was  not  a  "Measles  Year",  notifications  totalled  112, 
compared  with  1,410  during  1967<>  However  the  usual  biennial  rise 
would  have  been  expected  to  commence  in  the  early  winter  and  the 
fact  that  this  has  not  been  so  can  only  be  attributed  to  the  vacci¬ 
nation  of  susceptibles,  which  first  started  in  England  and  Wales 
in  June  1968*  It  had  been  estimated  that  there  were  approximately 
3? 800? 000  under  15’s  who  had  not  suffered  from  the  disease*  Although 
the  total  so  far  protected  does  not  approach  this  figure,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  the  campaign  has  made  its  impact  felt,  by  the  very 
considerable  reduction  so  far  achieved*  As  in  epidemic  years  the 
total  number  notified  may  exceed  three-quarters  of  a  million,  with 
about  a  quarter  of  a  million  in  the  "between"  years,  the  benefit  to 
a  hard-pressed  Health  Service  of  the  eradication  of  Measles  would  be 


immense  * 


Nineteen  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified,  the  majority  being 
due  to  the  Sonne  variety,  the  incidence  of  which  has  been  high  over 
the  country  generally  during  the  last  few  years «  Energetic  measures 

were  taken  to  limit  the  spread  among  school  children0 

On  the  l^th  June  all  Medical  Officers  of  Health  received  a 
circular  from  the  C0M0O0  to  the  Ministry,  dated  the  5  th  June,  stating 
that  Infective  Jaundice  would  be  generally  notifiable  from  the  15th 
June  (The  Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations,  1968)0  We 
were  requested  to  send  copies  of  these  Regulations  to  all  general 
practitioners o  Although  these  were  ordered  on  the  same  day,  it  was 
not  until  the  24th  June  that  they  were  received  from  the  Stationery 
Officeo  For  many  years  the  public  health  service  has  been  urging 
that  Infective  Jaundice  should  be  included  in  the  list  of  diseases 
officially  notifiable o  There  is  no  doubt  that  in  many  countries 
the  incidence  is  rising,  and  epidemics  lasting  several  years  have 
occurred  in  the  UoSoAo,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  in  Australiao  It 
is  an  enteric  infection,  associated  with  viraemia,  which  carries  a 
definite,  if  small,  mortality,  particularly  among  the  agedo  In  the 
case  of  children,  infection  may  not  be  accompanied  by  definite 
jaundice  and,  the  diagnosis  not  having  been  made,  spread  of  jaundice 
can  very  easily  occur.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  disease  is  an 
indicator  of  unsatisfactory  community  hygiene <,

Food  Poisoning 

Only  one  case  was  formally  notified  as  Food  Poisoning,  the 
patient  being  a  child  of  three  years,  infected  by  Salmonella  virchow <> 
Specimens  taken  from  the  remainder  of  the  family  showed  that  one 
brother  was  a  symptomless  carrier,  but  the  primary  source  of  infec¬ 
tion  could  not  be  traced « 

In  addition  there  were  three  family  outbreaks  and  two  sporadic 
cases  of  infection  by  Salmonella  typhi-raurium ,  believed  to  be  food- 
borne  o  There  was  one  sporadic  case  due  to  Salmonella  enteritidis 
but  here,  as  in  one  of  the  former  group,  infection  had  been  contrac¬ 
ted  in  Spain,,  One  family  outbreak  of  Salmonella  ty phi -murium  - 
of  a  different  phage  type  -  was  diagnosed  following  return  to  this 
country  from  a  holiday  in  Portugal 0 

Care  of  the  Aged 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  during  the  year  it  was  not  necessary 
to  take  action  under  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951? 
the  section  which  deals  with  the  compulsory  removal  from  their 
homes  of  old  people  in  need  of  care  and  attention® 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 

During  the  year  a  total  of  l,08l  International  Certificates 
of  Vaccination  were  stamped  in  the  Health  Department.,

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR,  MR,  G.E.  MATON 

One  of  the  duties  laid  on  a  Public  Health  Inspector  by  the 
Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959  is  that  he  shall  "by 
inspection  of  his  district,  both  systematically  and  at  intervals 
as  occasion  requires,  keep  himself  informed  of  the  sanitary  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  the  district  and  the  nuisances  therein  that  require 
abatement o" 

The  pressure  of  other  work  in  the  department  prevents  syste¬ 
matic  inspection  and  indeed  this  is  probably  rendered  unnecessary 
by  the  ever  increasing  volume  of  complaints  by  the  public®  Apart 
from  complaints  of  rats  and  mice,  which  numbered  347®  there  were 
received  427  complaints  of  other  matters  in  1968 ® 

Complaints  regarding  housing  and  drainage  accounted  for  145 
and  insect  pests  for  8l®  The  size  of  the  latter  total  is  explain¬ 
ed  by  the  fact  that  the  Urban  Council  undertakes  the  destruction  of 
wasps  nests  during  the  appropriate  summer  period  and  36  nests  were 
destroyedo  Where  identification  of  insects  proves  difficult, 
identification  is  'undertaken  by  the  British  Museum  (National  History) 
arid  acknowledgement  must  be  made  of  the  value  of  their  assistance c 

Nuisance  from  bonfires  accounted  for  16  complaints  and,  although 
it  is  difficult  to  invoke  statutory  action,  efforts  are  made  to  assist 
on  an  informal  basis®  There  is  widespread  belief  of  the  existence  of 
a  law  which  permits  the  lighting  of  bonfires  only  between  certain  hours, 
but  even  if  such  were  to  exist  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  enforce « 
In  common  with  some  other  types  of  complaints  the  only  real  answer  is 
a  greater  degree  of  consideration  towards  ones  neighbour «  Very  bitter 
complaints  continued  to  be  received  in  regard  to  noise  from  factories 
engaged  on  night  work  and  it  seems  impossible  to  reconcile  the  con¬ 
flicting  desires  of  householders  and  industry®  I  remain  convinced 
that  the  prevailing  idea  of  "light"  industrial  estates,  that  can  be 
placed  among  residential  areas  without  complaints  arising,  is  unwork¬ 
able  in  practice® 

A  few  complaints  made  in  good  faith  transpire  on  investigation 
to  have  unexpected  causes®  One  such  in  1968  was  a  complaint  received 
of  a  foreign  object  in  a  loaf  of  bread®  Inspection  of  the  object  show¬ 
ed  it  to  be  a  plastic  tube  an  inch  long  and  used  to  hold  knitting  needles 
together®  As  the  object  had  been  inserted  in  the  loaf  subsequent  to 
baking  and  the  knitting  needles  used  by  the  complainant  bore  the  same 
manufacturers  name  as  that  on  the  tube,  it  was  felt  reasonable  to  as¬ 
sume  that  small  fingers  had  been  at  work  whilst  the  loaf  lay  on  the 
kitchen  tabled 

Investigation  of  most  complaints  necessitate  a  visit  by  a  member 
of  the  staff®  ^uite  apart  from  any  action  taken  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  complainant,  this  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the 
public  to  meet  officials  who  are  often  regarded  as  faceless®

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  just  on  the  alkaline 
side  of  neutrality  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  The  water  has 
very  moderate  hardness  and  it  contains  no  excess  of  mineral  constituents.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  CONDITIONS  WITHIN  THE  DISTRICT 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,,  Mr.  AqDq  Batty 

On  Sunday,  l^th  September,  1968,  this  district,  in  common 
with  many  others  in  the  south-east,  experienced  an  extremely 
severe  rainfall  in  a  short  space  of  time<>  As  a  result,  some 
flooding  occurred  in  the  western  half  of  the  district,  the  prin¬ 
cipal  village  affected  being  Billingshurst ,  although  requests  for 
assistance  in  drying  out  and  in  drying  carpets  and  so  on  were 
received  from  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  district „  Arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  the  loan  of  space  heaters  and  for  the  drying 
of  carpets  where  required «  The  flooding  of  food  premises  in 
Billingshurst  High  Street  area  and  in  some  other  parts  of  the 
Rural  District  led  to  the  condemnation  of  various  foodstuffs 
which  had  been  affected  by  flood  water o 

So  far  as  the  Public  Health  Department  is  concerned,  there 
was  a  second  catastrophe  during  1968,  namely  the  advent  of  the 
North  Sea  gas  pipe-line o  We  were  not  concerned  with  the  upset 
caused  by  these  engineering  operations  but  with  the  nuisance  con¬ 
ditions  brought  about  by  the  abject  squalor  in  which  many  workmen 
were  living e  These  men  occupied  caravans  stationed  at  any  point 
convenient  to  the  engineering  operations  and  the  complete  absence 
of  essential  facilities  for  such  an  existence  resulted  in  the 
most  appalling  conditions,,  Fields,  ditches,  footpaths,  vacant 
buildings  and  even  disused  station  yard  areas  were  littered  with 
excreta  and  refuse <>  An  approach  to  the  contractors'  agent  res¬ 
ponsible  for  employing  these  men  brought  the  comment,  "How  or 
where  the  men  live  is  not  our  problem,  we  are  civil  engineers  not 
a  welfare  outfit,  and  what's  more,  they  earn  enough  to  live  like 
lords,  not  pigs"o  All  very  true,  but  measures  to  remedy  the 
situation  present  difficulties » 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  would 
normally  provide  the  ideal  answer  by  way  of  licence  control  and 
adequate  licence  conditions  but  such  engineering  operations  are 
included  in  a  somewhat  lengthy  list  of  exemptions  from  licence 
control 0  The  next  obvious  remedy  is  by  way  of  statutory  nuisance 
provisions  in  the  Public  Health  Acts,  but  this  action  is  taken  only 
after  the  problem  has  arisen  and  is  no  real  substitute  for  the  pre¬ 
ventative  measures  of  licence  control „ 

Agricultural  nuisances  from  "factory  farms"  have  been  mentioned 
in  previous  reports  and  no  apology  is  made  for  spotlighting  this 
issue  yet  again,,  The  reason  is  that  factory  farming  is  increasing 
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and  nuisances  are  worsening «  The  situation  at  one  such  premises 
became  so  grave  that  a  senior  officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
dealing  with  waste  disposal  problems  visited  at  my  request  and  could 
hold  out  no  hope  of  a  reasonable  solution  to  the  poultry  waste  prob¬ 
lem  within  the  next  two  years  at  least o  The  responsibility  for 
this  state  of  affairs  should  be  shared  between  the  factory  farming 
industry  and  our  legislatorso  When  proposals  for  an  intensive 
poultry  unit  are  submitted  for  approval  under  Planning  and  Building 
Regulations,  there  is  normally  no  indication  whatever  from  the 
developer  as  to  how  waste  products  are  to  be  disposed  of„  And 
what  is  even  worse s  this  question  is  not  taken  up  by  the  local 
authority o  It  seems  highly  illogical  to  insist  that  adequate 
provision  is  made  for  the  disposal  of  innocuous  rain  water  from 
the  roofs  of  these  buildings  and  to  ignore  the  fact  that  1,000 
battery  hens  will  produce  one  ton  of  concentrated,  pungent  waste 
per  weeko  Many  farmers  try  to  lose  this  evil-smelling  material 
by  spreading  it  on  farmland  when  they  manage  to  get  permission 
from  a  sympathetic  land  owner;  others  use  sophisticated  machinery 
to  defy  the  laws  of  gravity  by  shooting  it  towards  the  heavens  in 
the  form  of  fine  droplets «>  The  latest  information  to  hand  sug¬ 
gests  that  the  answer  is  to  mix  this  sewage  with  something  or 
other  and  turn  it  into  cattle  foodoo,.o 

It  is  acknowledged  that  factory  farm  waste  disposal  is  a 
countrywide  problem  and  as  yet  there  is  no  apparent  solution,  but 
at  least  the  problem  might  be  contained  if  the  question  of  waste 
disposal  was  investigated  before  the  granting  of  permission  for 
such  development o  Here  it  has  been  noted  that  the  Norfolk  branch 
of  the  Rural  District  Councils  *  Association  has  been  asked  by  one 
of  its  constituent  authorities  to  press  for  legislation  to  control 
the  establishment  of  piggeries  in  areas  where  their  smell  might 
constitute  a  nuisance  to  householders o 

I  am  oagaxn  indebted  to  Inspectors  and  clerical  staff  for

13  butchers®  shops  and  1  factory  are  registered  under  Section 
16  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages  or  preserved  meat,  and  19  con¬ 
fectioners  and  39  grocers  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream. 

308  visits  were  made  to  food  premises,  resulting  in  the  noti¬ 
fication  of  135  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  to 
occupiers  of  food  businesses. 

Unhygienic  conditions  at  one  roadside  cafe  were  the  subject  of 
proceedings  in  the  Magistrates'  Court  when  the  proprietors  pleaded 
guilty  to  charges  of  six  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regula¬ 
tions.  Fines  were  imposed  totalling  £48  and  13  guineas  costs  were 
awarded  to  the  Council. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery 

Vehicles)  Regulations,  1966“" 

3  notices  were  served  under  these  Regulations  in  respect  of  10 
contraventions . 

Poultry 

There  are  6  small  units  processing  poultry  within  the  Rural 
District,  and  10  premises  used  for  slaughtering  turkeys  at  Christmas 
and  Easter.  All  these  premises  are  visited  regularly  to  ensure 
compliance  with  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  during  the  year  a  total 
of  139  visits  were  made.  Although  requests  are  made  to  the  traders 
concerned  to  provide  information  concerning  numbers  and  types  of 
birds  processed,  percentage  of  birds  rejected  and  weight  of  poultry 
condemned,  full  co-operation  has  not  been  given.  However,  it  is 
estimated  that  the  total  number  of  birds  processed  during  the  year 
was  20,000?  it  is  also  estimated  that  9,000  turkeys  were  slaugh¬ 
tered  and  de-feathered  (not  dressed). 

Milk  Supplies  -  Brucella  Abortus 

In  accordance  with  Circular  77/66  from  the  Department  of  Health 
upon  "Brucellosis",  samples  of  raw  milk  supplies  are  taken  from  the 
following s- 

10  farms  producing  milk  for  sale  untreated  (i.e.  farm  bottled 
milk) ; 

1  boarding  school/farm  producing  milk  for  consumption  untreated 
by  staff  and  pupils; 

1  farm/home  for  the  mentally  handicapped  producing  milk  for  its 
own  consumption; 

6  farms  producing  milk  for  manufacture  into  cream  for  sale 
untreated.

A  total  of  183  samples  from  the  above-mentioned  premises  were 
taken  during  1968  for  biological  examination  including  a  search  for 
brucella  organisms . 

Brucella  abortus  type  2  was  isolated  in  samples  taken  from  a 
farm  following  the  farmer’s  stated  intention  of  manufacturing  and 
retailing  raw  cream.  An  Order  under  Regulation  20,  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1939 *  was  served  upon  the  dairy  farmer  requiring  the 
milk  to  be  directed  for  heat  treatment  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report,  the  terms  of  the  Order  are  being  complied  with  and  pro¬ 
posals  to  retail  raw  cream  have  been  abandoned.

disposal  are  urgently  neededo"  The  Annual  Report  for  1967  stressed 
the  dire  need  for  main  drainage  in  Monks  Gate  and  Lyons  Corner, 
Slinfold,  and  to  a  lesser  degree  at  Coolham,  and  yet  at  the  time  of 
writing  this  report  the  "green  light"  has  not  been  given  to  proceed 
with  any  of  these  schemes »  It  has  often  been  pointed  out  in  prev¬ 
ious  reports  that  housing  improvement  and  the  provision  of  main 
drainage  go  hand  in  hand  and  conversely,  it  is  apparent  that  the 
lack  of  main  drainage  and  housing  deterioration  go  well  together,. 

To  any  owner,  the  provision  of  a  4,000  gallon  cesspool  is  out  of 
the  question  when  main  drainage  may  be  "around  the  corner"  and  in 
one  case  conditions  became  so  intolerable  by  reason  of  sewage  pond¬ 
ing  around  the  back  door  that  the  tenant  was  re-housed  and  Section 
16  action  taken  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957?  in  order  to  prohibit 
re occupation* 
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Part  3  -  Public  Health  (continued) 

The  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  during  1968  had  some 
effect  upon  the  disposal  of  cesspool  sewage  in  the  rural  district. 
Land  owners  prohibited  this  crude  method  of  disposal  on  their  land 
and  it  was  only  when  these  tipping  facilities  were  denied  to  the 
Council  that  the  real  extent  of  this  archaic  and  dangerous  practice 
was  brought  to  light.  Many  farmers  would  never  permit  their  land 
to  be  used  for  this  purpose,  but  regrettably  there  are  others  who 
are  not  so  well-informed  and  who  are  now  again  receiving  cesspool 
sewage . 

For  many,  many  years  now,  this  hoary  chestnut  has  received 
stringent  comment  from  a  public  health  viewpoint  -  but,  alas,  the 
practice  continues  on  a  large  scale  in  this  district  at  the  present 
time.  One  can  only  hope  that  this  potential  health  hazard  to 
animals  as  well  as  humans  does  not  have  to  become  a  reality  before 
a  change  to  hygienic  disposal  of  cesspool  sewage  is  brought  about.

Swimming  pools 

Swimming  Pools  at  7  private  establishments  (principally  of  an 
educational  nature)  were  inspected  during  the  year*  It  was  found 
that  in  several  cases  the  persons  responsible  for  the  day-to-day 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  pools  had  received  no  instruction 
in  their  duties  and  lacked  elementary  knowledge  as  to  the  processes 
and  techniques  involved „  A  one-day  course  was  therefore  arranged 

with  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  and  was 
held  at  the  R.D.Co  offices  on  July  31st .  It  was  attended  by  nine

Environmental  Health 


Environmental  health  is  the  subject  which  embraces  the  day 
to  day  life  of  all  of  the  people  within  the  community.  Each  of 
us  are,  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree,  affected  by  the  changes 
in  our  circumstances  and  as  we  share  common  benefits  such  as  the 
air  we  breathe,  the  water  we  drink  and  the  villages  in  which  we 
live,  it  is  to  us  personally  that  a  small  change  can  mean  a  great 
affect  upon  our  daily  lives „  Whilst  we  are  most  fortunate  in 
not  having  the  problems  of  smoky  atmospheres  and  general  atmos¬ 
pheric  pollution  as  some  of  our  other  towns,  we  must  be  ever 
vigilant  to  ensure  that  such  pollution  does  not  creep  up  upon 
us  by  the  small  mole-hill  becoming  a  mountain 0 

There  are  two  aspects  of  environmental  health  which  enter 
people’s  minds  and  these  ares 

lo  That  the  problem  which  they  experience  is  a  personal 
one,  perhaps  only  affecting  themselves  and  their  im¬ 
mediate  family,  and  therefore  it  is  of  no  concern  to 
any  other  person  but  themselves  and  the  Local  Author¬ 
ity  represented  by  their  Public  Health  Inspector. 

2.  That  as  Public  Health  legislation  has  already  been 

made  for  most  cases,  action  to  be  taken  by  an  officer 
of  the  Local  Authority  does  not  involve  that  Council 
in  the  spending  out  of  vast  sums  of  money  but  usually 
results  in  the  private  individual  having  to  spend 
money  out  instead.  It  is  therefore  obvious  that  the 
amount  of  money  spent  on  environmental  health  within 
a  district  such  as  ours  cannot  be  measured  in  the 
money  which  is  spent  from  the  general  rate  fund,  be¬ 
cause  most  of  the  money  spent  in  raising  the  stan¬ 
dards  of  environmental  health  within  the  district 
comes  from  the  private  individual  being  requested 
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or  even,  compelled  by  statute  to  make  their  facilities 
to  comply  with  the  law0  For  example,  it  may  cost  a 
food  shop  many  hundreds  or  even  thousands  of  pounds 
to  comply  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  and  yet  not  one  penny  of  this  is 
paid  for  by  the  ratepayers » 

The  notable  exception,  of  course,  to  this  type  of  argument  is 
the  maintenance  of  a  Local  Authority's  Rodent  Control  Service,  in 
which  it  is  considered  that  it  is  best  for  the  Local  Authority  to 
bear  the  cost  of  this  completely  and  only  to  re-charge  business  pre¬ 
mises  or  those  persons  who  seek  to  make  contracts  with  us  to  carry 
out  work  on  their  behalf o 


Water  Supply 


Public  Supplies 

The  supply  of  water  within  the  whole  of  the  Petworth  rural 
district  is  by  the  North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  and  the  sources  of 
supply  are  from  Haslingbourne  -  Petworth,  Hardham  River  supply  and 
Lodsworth  boreholes o 

The  quality  of  the  water  supply  in  the  area  is  satisfactory, 
although  the  quantity  in  two  areas  is  unsatisfactory «>  Pressure 
is  low  in  the  Northchapel  area  and  also  Newbridge,  Wisborough  Green, 
but  in  both  cases  proposals  are  in  hand  to  extend  the  water  mains 
to  serve  these  properties  more  effectively o 

Water  is  sampled  regularly  by  the  department  and  out  of  a 
total  of  29  samples,  9  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory <> 

During  the  year  4  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  chemical 
examination  and  analysis  and  the  public  analyst,  Mrc  T«£o  Rymer, 
carried  out  the  examinations „  Typical  analysis  in  the  case  of  a 
routine  water  is  as  follows

The  sample  represents  a  moderately  hard  water  of  excellent 
organic  purity  and  low  salinity  the  reaction  of  which  was  slightly 
alkaline.  The  appearance  was  attractive  and  the  sample  was  free 
from  any  excessive  or  harmful  trace  of  metallic  contamination. 


As  judged  by  the  chemical  analysis  the  water,  as  sampled,  is 
pure  and  wholesome  and  suitable  for  drinking  purposes. 


T.E.  RYMER,  PUBLIC  ANALYST 

There  are  occasions  when  complaints  are  received  that  the  water 
contains  excessive  traces  of  iron  and  although,  as  judged  by  chemical 
analysis,  the  water  is  safe  for  drinking  purposes  these  traces  of 
iron  render  the  water  inconvenient  for  various  domestic  operations. 

Of  the  9  unsatisfactory  water  samples,  2  were  from  public  mains 
and  7  were  from  private  supplies.  The  2  mains  samples  were  investi¬ 
gated  and  the  North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  renewed  part  of  their  main 
in  the  area  affected.  With  regard  to  the  private  supplies,  one  > 
property  with  an  unsatisfactory  water  sample  was  made  the  subject  of 
a  demolition  order  and  subsequently  vacated.  Two  others  were  fitted 
up  with  private  filtration  units  which  provided  a  satisfactory  water 
supply  and  one  other  was  connected  to  the  mains  supply.  The  number 
of  samples  taken  shows  the  importance  of  an  examination  of  private 
water  and  on  occasions  public  supplies  as  well.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
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Of  the  13  Parishes  in  the  district,  ?  now  have  a  main  drainage 
system ,  This  leaves  6  Parishes  which  are  at  present  not  on  main 
drainage  and  the  scheme  for  Bury,  Bignor  and  Sutton  is  awaiting  a 
report  on  the  environmental  circumstances  of  the  district  before  the 
Ministry  willconsider  the  recommendations  furthero  At  the  end  of 
1968  these  details  were  not  to  hando  With  the  completion  of  the 
Loxwood,  Plaistow,  If old  and  Kirdford  schemes,  connections  are  now 
being  made  to  the  sewer  and  the  rate  of  connection  is  quite  steady <> 

It  is  expected,  however,  that  when  changes  are  made  in  respect 
of  cesspool- emptying  within  the  sewered  area,  other  properties  will 
seek  connection  more  rapidly.  Small  areas  of  drainage  on  the  fringe 
of  existing  sewered  areas  exist,  and  no  progress  has  been  made  on  the 
Tripp  Hill  extension  of  the  Fittleworth  scheme . 


Housing  Act,  1957 

The  Government  have  urged  Local  Authorities  that  in  the  future 
their  attention  must  be  given  to  the  properties  which  fall  into  the 
slum  clearance  category  and  the  provision  of  houses  for  the  elderly. 
In  the  case  of  the  second  category  it  is  possible  for  a  Local  Author¬ 
ity  to  provide  blocks  of  flatlets  with  a  warden  available,  but  in  the 
case  of  unfit  properties  it  means  the  re-housing  of  a  complete  family 
in  a  Council  house.  This  often  results  in  an  unfit  property  being 
left  empty  and,  in  a  district  where  the  number  of  empty  properties 
is  quite  high,  this  means  that  there  are  houses  which  could  be  made 
fit  and  let  for  families  that  are  in  need. 

Full  use  is  not  made  of  the  Discretionary  Grants  which  are  avail 
able  and  because  of  this  often  owners  are  very  reluctant  to  carry  out 
any  improvement  works o  The  conclusion  of  the  matter  in  these  circum 
stances  can  only  be  by  the  making  of  a  Closing  or  a  Demolition  Order, 
resulting  in  the  loss  of  yet  another  unit  of  living  accommodation. 

It  is  recognised,  not  only  locally  but  nationally,  that  it  is 
to  the  existing  stock  of  older  houses  to  which  we  must  turn  in  an 
effort  to  provide  living  accommodation  for  families.  There  cannot 
be  an  endless  building  of  new  properties  because,  within  a  rural 
district,  there  are  limitations  to  the  extent  to  which  development 
can  be  allowed  to  sprawl.  An  area  which  allows  the  demolition  of 
all  its  old  property  and  the  substitution  of  new  houses  will  lose 
its  character  and  with  respect  to  a  rural  district  such  as  Petworth 
this,  I  believe,  is  of  prime  importance.  This  does  not  mean  to 
say  that  it  is  impossible  to  get  modern  standards  in  older  houses 
because,  in  fact,  it  is  possible  to  get  a  modern  ’up-to-date’  stan¬ 
dard  house  which  has  all  the  amenities  and  therefore  can  be  classed 
in  every  sense  of  the  word  5a  home5. 


Housing  Act,;  1957  (Continued) 
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It  is  not  very  often  that  a  Local  Authority  institutes  proceedings 
against  owners  of  property  under  the  Housing  Acts,  but  one  such  case 
occurred  during  the  year  when  there  was  a  contravention  of  a  Closing 
order,  in  that  the  house  was  let  for  limited  periods  for  accommodation, 
and  despite  the  fact  that  the  Owner  was  informed  that  the  house,  being 
subject  to  a  Closing  Order,  could  not  be  used  for  human  habitation 
until  it  was  made  fit,  advertisements  were  placed  in  a  national  weekly 
paper  offering  the  accommodation  at  12  guineas  per  week.  The  case 
was  heard  at  the  Petworth  Magistrates  Court,  November  1968,  and  as  a 
result  the  Owner  was  fined  £19  with  10  guineas  costs.  Following  the 
proceedings,  work  was  immediately  instituted  by  the  owner  in  order  to 
make  the  house  fito 

During  1968  it  was  necessary  to  devote  more  time  to  housing  and 
a  full  investigation  was  made  of  the  properties  which  are  subject  to 
orders  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  to  an  end  that  a  true  picture  could 
be  seen  of  the  situation  of  the  district  as  a  whole o  168  visits  were 
made  in  respect  of  the  Housing  Acts,  together  with  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  in  the  office  being  given  over  to  the  inspection  of 
documents,  files  and  registers  in  order  that  those  properties  which 
had  defects  upon  them  could  be  tackledo  At  the  end  of  the  year,  this 
survey  was  in  its  final  stages  and  it  is  hoped  to  complete  this  during 
1969o

From  time  to  time  complaints  are  received  in  this  department 
about  the  condition  of  food  which  has  been  sold  and  investigations 
are  made  as  to  whether  the  complaint  is  justified  and  also  it  is 
usual  to  contact  suppliers  both  locally  or  nationally  to  ascertain 
the  reason  for  the  complaint. 

In  a  good  many  cases  the  complaint  is  not  on  the  unfitness  of 
the  food  but  in  the  fact  that  it  is  in  poor  marketable  condition. 
Complaints  have  ranged  during  the  year  from  chocolate  bars,  tinned 
fruit  and  packeted  sausages  in  this  respect® 

It  is  of  growing  concern,  in  a  time  when  food  is  mostly  packet¬ 
ed  or  wrapped  in  some  way,  that  many  food  shops  tend  to  consider  that 
this  increases  the  keeping  quality  of  the  product,  when  in  fact  there 
are  certain  dangers  which  may  be  encouraged  by  the  wrapping  and  stor¬ 
ing  for  longer  periods  than  recommended  by  the  manufacturers.  The 
marketing  of  perishable  goods  needs  constant  attention  by  the  shop¬ 
keeper  and  as  he  finds  the  amount  of  goods  which  he  can  market 
safely  he  gets  into  a  routine  pattern  but  should  he  overstock  and 
fail  to  sell,  the  retention  of  some  perishable  goods  leads  to  quick 
deterioration  and  calls  for  a  complaint  to  the  Public  Health  Inspec¬ 
tor. 

During  the  year  there  was  one  prosecution  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  Section  2  when  a  Dairy  was  convicted  of  selling  milk 
containing  mould  to  a  local  resident  and  a  fine  of  £20  was  imposed 
with  costs  of  £14®  14.  6d®  in  addition®

Infestation  Control 


The  control  of  insects  is  a  matter  which  can  often  be  dealt  with 
by  the  private  individual  since  there  are,  on  the  market,  convenient 
aerosols  and  preparations  which  can  be  used  to  rid  premises  of  infes¬ 
tations.  Despite  this,  several  complaints  are  received  by  this  de¬ 
partment  for  advice  and  even  assistance  to  get  rid  of  rather  persistent 
problems. 

The  rodent  operator  makes  regular  visits  to  such  places  as  the 
refuse  tip  and  sewerage  works  to  ensure  that  nuisance  from  flies  etc. 
are  kept  to  a  minimum  but  often  in  the  case  of  wasps  this  work  is 
carried  out  by  the  rodent  operator  on  a  re-chargeable  basis. 

Any  person  who  complains  about  bees  is  encouraged  to  contact 
the  beekeeper,  who  is  usually  grateful  to  know  of  the  presence  of  a 
swarm  and  usually  assists  by  collecting  them.

The  report  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  employment  and  productivity, 
mentioned  in  the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1967 
that  it  was  recognised  that  those  who  enforce  the  general  provisions  of 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  were,  in  fact,  officers  pri¬ 
marily  appointed  under  other  legislation  and  that  the  local  crises 
connected  with  this  legislation  sometimes  led  to  the  curtailment  of  the 
working  of  the  Acto  However  the  Act  is  still  enforced  but  time  does 
not  permit  a  regular  system  of  inspection®  Again  it  is  felt  that  the 
manner  in  which  information  is  transmitted  to  registered  premises  is 
not  ideal  and  the  number  of  persons  without  booklets  such  as  0®S.R*  9B 
is  still  too  higho  However  a  slight  change  in  the  Act  or  regulations 
means  that  the  man  on  the  spot  is  the  local  inspector  who  must  see  that 
each  of  his  registered  premises  is  informed  of  the  changes®  Although 
there  have  been  no  accidents  during  the  year,  returns  still  have  to  be 
sent  to  the  Ministry  and  this,  of  itself,  increases  the  work  of  a  very 
small  department  just  to  provide  statistical  information  and,  as  I 
mentioned  in  ray  Annual  Report,  1967?  paper  work  behind  legislation  is 
now  out  of  proportion  to  the  actual  amount  of  field  work  which  needs 
to  be  done® 

The  enforcement  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  in 
respect  of  Government  and  Local  Authority  buildings  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Factory  Inspectorate,  who  invariably  rely  on  the  local  enforcement 
officer,  in  the  case  of  Local  Authorities,  to  advise  their  own  Councils 
whether  they  fall  short  of  the  standards  required  under  the  Offices, 

Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act®  It  could  be  embarrassing,  to  say  the 
least,  when  one  tries  to  enforce  the  Act  on  other  premises  with  the 
full  knowledge  that  one's  own  offices  do  not  comply  fully  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act®  When  a  Local  Authority  has  a  building  open 
to  the  public  who  can  come  and  witness  shortcomings  for  themselves  then 
this  is,  I  feel  sure,  the  time  to  engage  in  work  to  bring  a  building  up 
to  the  required  standard®
